Mn.  SniTon:  I  remember,  that  when  I  was  young, 
our  ministers  used  to  close  their  sermons  with  what 
they  called  the  appUcoHon,  and  these  applications 
sometimes  pinched  my  conscience  a  great  deal 
harder  than  all  that  went  before.  In  the  general 
discussion  of  a  subject,  I  could  easily  escape  by  ap¬ 
plying  it  to  somebody  else;  but  when  the  preacher 
came  to  ask  us  as  it  were  indiridually,  how  we 
stood  in  relation  to  the  great  truths  which  he  had 
been  propounding,  it  was  a  rery  different  matters 
it  was  bringing  the  subject  home  by  an  array  of 
exhortations  and  motives,  which  it  was  difficult  to 
get  rid  of. 

So  it  was  for  a  long  time  after  I  entered  the 
ministry.  So  it  is  still,  I  believe,  generally,  with 
preachers  who  have  outlived  their  day,  and  with  a 
good  many  of  the  younger  class.  Bat  if  I  misuke 
not,  these  formal  home- applications  in  the  pulpit, 
are  going  considerably  out  of  fashion.  This  change 
is  no  doubt  thought  to  be  an  improvement  in  ser¬ 
monizing  by  many,  both  in  the  pulpit  and  the  con¬ 
gregation.  The  impression  seems  to  be,  that  it  is 
in  bad  taste  to  be  so  pointed  and  personal  as  the 
fathers  used  to  be,  and  that  it  is  an  unwarrantable 
reflection  upon  an  enlightened  congregation  to  sup¬ 
pose,  that  they  will  not  themselves  make  the  ap¬ 
plication,  when  the  truth  is  fairly  brought  before 
their  minds.

There  ought  not  to  be  a  Christian  church  in  the  ^ 
land,  without  sach  an  important  agency  for  its  best  ' 
prosperity  as  a  finable  library.  Very  few  of  our  * 
churches  know  anything,  by  actual  possession,  ' 
of  the  value  of  ibis  precious  blessing.  But  how  ' 
■mall  a  sacrifice  would  put  them  in  possession  ’ 
of  it.  ' 

Seme  fifty  yeais  ego,  u  distinguished  physician 
in  Eastern  MassathusottS  left  legacies,  varying  in  ' 
amount,  to  some  dozen  qr  fifteen  churches,  with 
the  direction  that  tie  ineolhe  of  the  same  should  be  ' 
expended  for  valualle  religious  books,  for  circula-  ' 
tion  among  the  pet^le,  the  names  of  which  books  ' 
were  specified.  In  nearly  all  of  the  towns,  this 
money  has  been  expended  for  various  ecclesiastical 
purposes,  and  not  a  fenny  remains  for  the  purpose 
designat^  by  the  geberous  donor. 

In  one  of  these  plaeei,  however,  the  legacy  has 
been  carefully  preserved,  and  the  will  of  the  lega¬ 
tee  has  been  sustained.  The  income,  now  some 
thirty  dollars 'a  year,  is  expended  in  the  most  val¬ 
uable  books,  religious  and  other  works,  which  are 
constantly  issuing  froR  the  press.  The  result  has 
been  that  what  is  cafied  a  Church  Library  has 
been  accumulated,  amcunting  to  nearly  six  hundred 
volumes.  The  libraryoontains  various  theological 
works  of  great  value,  u  large  number  of  volumes 
relating  to  the  great  work  of  missions,  numerous 
volumes  of  religious  biography,  and  nearly  all  the 
late  important  works  tn  practical  piety. 

Every  member  of  tie  church  has  free  access  to 
this  library,  and  the  bsoks  are  in  constant  circula¬ 
tion,  and  exert  a  very  lappy  influence  upon  a  large 
community. 

And  where  is  the  clurch  that  might  not  put  it¬ 
self  in  possession  of  a  similar  blessing  ?  Where  is 
the  church,  especially  in  the  country,  that  does  not 
need  the  rich  and  predous  advantages  which  such 
a  library  'could  confer  ?  And  where  is  the  pastor 
who  would  not  rejoice  in  seeing  such  an  agency 
of  good  in  operation  among  his  people  1 

Cannot  this  thing  be  done  ?  Let  me  show  how. 

Here  is  my  venerable  friend.  Squire  A.  Dear  sir, 
that  will  of  yours ;  could  it  not  be  amended  by  a 
codicil,  which  should  pat  the  church  in  possession 
of  fifty  or  an  hundred  ddilars  for  a  church  library  ? 
Your  church,  yon  understand,  whose  purity,  peace 
and  edification,  your  covenant  vows  bind  yon  to 
seek.  Would  it  destroy  the  peace  of  your  life’s 
closing  scenes,  that  yon  had  left  behind  yon  such 
a  token  of  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  your 
own  Zion  ? 

And  there  is  the  ”  Bowing  Circle,”  or  the  “  In¬ 
dustrious  Society,”  or  some  other  institution  by 
which  the  ladies  express  their  kindness  to  various 
important  objects.  Ladies,  consider  this  matter. 
Let  this  new  comer  f«  your  regard  find  some  of 
those  sunny  smiles  of  yours,  that  have  made  many

evil  customs,  he  yields  to  their  control, 
rebuking  the  prevailing  vice,  he  allows  himself  to 
be  carried  with  its  destructive  current.  If  others 
would  be  wakeful  la  religion,  he  would  follow 
suit.  If  others  would  not  vex  him,  he  would  not 
seek  revenge.  If  vice  were  unfashionable,  he  would 
not  hesitate  to  cry  out  against  it.  Such  a  religion 
is  clearly  one  of  the  world,  and  we  ought  not  to 
confide  in  it. 

Thirdly,  we  have  reason  to  stand  in  doubt  of  those 
who  magnify  the  form  of  religion  above  its  spirit 
The  Scriptures  teach  us  that  a  spiritual  religion 
only  is  acceptable  to  Ood,  while  a  religion  of  mere 
forms  is  an  abomination  in  his  sight  It  was  one 
of  the  grievous  sins  of  Qod’s  ancient  people,  that 
they  drew  near  to  him  with  the  mouth,  while  the 
heart  was  far  from  him.  There  are  not  a  few,  at 
the  present  day,  of  this  character.  They  care  not 
for  Gfod  or  his  worship,  except  it  be  in  their  only 
peculiar  form — under  their  osm  denominational 
patronage.  Give  them  their  forms,  and  they 
ask  for  nothing  more.  A  new  heart,  and  a  broken 
spirit,  and  a  living  faith,  are  matters  of  little 
comparative  importance.  This  cannot  be  the  reli-

Altar  a  severe  rain  storm  of  two  or  three  days,  our 
forty  left  Gaxa  on  our  way  to  Egypt  In  abontan  hoar

Moeh  leae  water  osually  foils  here,  even  in  the  rainy 
season,  than  in  the  saore  northern  parts  ef  Palestine. 
Nor  have  we  any  gfbond  for  believing  that,  in  this  re¬ 
spect,  foera  hasbeenaByntatsrialehangeinthsaaaaons, 
or  the  general  aspeet  of  Am  country,  in  thelapsa  of  ages. 

It  ia  mere  assertion,  without  evidence,  and  against 
evMoeoe,  to  say  that  any  great  physical  vicissitudes 
have  odectsd  this  region.  If  the  lengffi  of  this  article  did 
not  forbid  it,  I  think  this  could  be  easily  made  apparent. 

In  view  of  these  general  foatures  of  the  country,  what 
other  inforaaoe  ean  an  impartial  mind  draw,  than  that 
tha  baptism  of  tha  Eunuch  by  Philip,  was  by  the  affuaioB 
or  sprinkling  of  water,  and  had  Dr.  Robinson,  whan  at 
Tell  el  Hasey,  found  a  believing  Ethiopian,  they  might 
both  have  well  gone  down  into  the  water  he  saw,  and 
he  have  bapdxed  die  convert  and  coma  up  from  its  per¬ 
formance,  quite  prepared,  without  ehrnge  of  raiment,  to 
proceed  “on  their  way  rejoicing*'  in  the  triumphs  of 
divine  grace.

This  role  directing  nnnunl 
elections,  also  prevailed  in  the  Church  of  Holland, 

Church  in  this  country,  which  sprung  from  the 
Church  of  Holland.  The  Genevan  or  French 
Church,  whieh^  was  modeled  in  conformity  with 
the  opinions  or  Calvin,  also  adopted  the  principle 
of  annual  or  frequent  elections  to  the  eldership, 
those  serving  giving  place  to  others  elected  in  their 
room,  unless  they  themselves  were  re-elected.  The 
idea  of  popular  representation  assumed  a  distinct 
form  in  the  minds  of  those  who  were  struggling 
for  their  liberties  against  the  oppressions  of  a  bloody 
hierarchy.  Hence  the  annual  recurrence  to  the 
people,  in  conducting  the  government  of  the 
Church,  to  enable  Ruling  Elders  to  act  with  the 
assurance  of  men  who  felt  that  they  represented 
the  people  and  enjoyed  theirapprobation.  Annual 
elections  of  elders,  therefore^nre  not  novel  in  the 
Church,  but  are  the  fruit  of  their  labors  who  re¬ 
established  the  Presbyterian  form  of  government, 
at  the  Reformation — who  set  up  the  standard  of 
I  civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  defended  it  with 
their  lives — and  who  aimed  sedulously  to  guard 
against  all  undue  assumption  of  power  in  those 
who  were  the  representatives  of  the  people  in  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  reason  assigned  for  annual  elections 
shows  this :  “  lest  of  long  continuance,  men  pre¬ 
sume  upon  the  liberty  of  the  kirk.” 

Again,  in  our  Constitution,  chap.  1,  sec.  6,  we 
find  it  set  forth  that  “  The  election  of  the  persons 
to  the  exercise  of  this  authority  in  any  particular 
society,  is  in  that  society."  . .

mit,  that  it  is  a  question  which  will  bear  arguing, 
and  that  they  will  be  willing  to  hear  what  little  an 
old  man  has  to  say  on  the  subject. 

Is  it  true,  then,  that  when  a  sermon  is  well  rea¬ 
soned  and  well  delivered,  the  congregation  will, 
without  giving  the  preacher  any  farther  trouble, 
make  the  improvement  for  themselves?  Some 
may,  bnt  will  the  majority  ?  Are  not  their  ears 
too  dull  of  hearing  ?  If  they  were  all  educated  and 
accustomed  to  reflection,  the  ease  would  be  some¬ 
what  different.  But  the  masses  are  the  common 
people,  who  not  being  moeh  accustomed  to  pursue 
any  subject  farther  than  they  are  helped,  are  very 
likely  to  stop  where  the  preacher  leaves  off.  He 
could  make  a  great  many  appeals,  growing  out  of 
the  discourse,  calculated  to  move  them  powerfully, 
whieh  they  will  never  bring  home  to  their  own 
hearts  and  consciences  without  his  aid.  I  believe 
that  many  good  discourses  are  nearly  lost  upon  the 
majority  of  the  hearers,  for  want  of  pungent  appli¬ 
cations.  It  is  very  much  with  them,  as  it  was  with 
David,  when  the  prophet  Nathan  came  to  him  in 
the  matter  of  Uriah.  We  think  it  strange  that  he 
didn’t  perceive  the  drift  of  Nathan’s  message  at 
once ;  bat  it  never  entered  hU  mind,  that  the  par¬ 
able  had  any  reference  to  him,  as  the  culprit,  till 
the  prophet  told  him.  Thou  art  the  man.  So  it  is, 
I  am  persuaded,  with  multitudes,  who  sit  under  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel.  If  the  application  is  not 
made  by  the  speaker,  they  go  away  as  much  at  their 
ease  as  they  came 


Christ  on  the  earth.  These  interests  involve  the 
triumph  of  holiness,  and  the  redemption  of  the 
world.  It  is  not  therefore  possible,  for  a  seal  dis¬ 
ciple  of  Christ  to  be  indifferent  to  this  work.  He 
will  have  a  heart  to  sympathize,  and  a  hand  to  aid.

He  preashse  Jeous  oato  the  io- 
fofohtg  fwoelyts  ef  the  gate,  aeqoaiats  him  with  his 
oAeaa  and  chamatsr,  “Wounded  forour  tranagressionB, 
hiuisad  for  our  iniqaitiee— brooght  as  a  lamb  to  the 
daughter.”  The  Lamb  of  God  thus  taking  away  the 
sin  of  the  world,  explaias  to  him  the  doctrines,  as  weU 
as  external  symbols  of  the  gospel,  and  as  they  “  went  on 
foeir  way,”  the  believing  Euanch  exclaims,  “  See,  here 
is  water;  what  dotil  hinder  me  to  be  beptized  1” 

Let  os  now  take  a  glance  at  the  region  of  country  in 
whieh  dtis  iatareoting  incident  occurred,  and  judge  of 
tfos  orsi^  of  evidanee  h  stay  afford  ia  regard  to  the 
manner  ia  whi^  this  rite  was  administered  by  PhUip.

aasj,  if  BOt  tmpiaal,  as  ntiM  as  our  May  or  June  weather. 

We  were  now  a^y  or  quite  ia  “  the  way  that  goeth 
down  from  Jerusalem  to  GaBa.”  Wepsostd  Beit  jjbrin, 
or  Ejeutheropelis,  on  our  left,  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.  and 
found  oumst^  in  a  region  of  comparative  fertility  as 
well  as  orarmth.  The  mode  of  cultivation  is  still  primi- 
ttv«^  aad  exceedingly  rude,  with  no  attempts  to  enrich 
the  a^  by  manuring;  yet  here,  as  elsewhere  on  the 
piaia,  we  had  ovidence  ef  the  fruitfulaeee  of  the  soil, 
after  the  lapee  of  four  thousaad  years  of  saltivation. 
Frosa  theas  wide  plaias,  the  eouitry,  in  the  days  of  regal 
■pfoador,  Bsmtt  have  derived  a  largeportion  of  the  means

Tabemede  in  New- York,  though  incapable  of  seating 
so  many  persons.  Whitedeld  formerly  preached  here, 
and  it  was  here  that  Mr.  Fianey,  of  Obsrlio,  preached 
to  multitudee  of  people  about  two  years  since.  It  is 
not  always  easy  to  obtain  a  seat  ia  these  houses  of 
worship,  so  I  went  ia  and  inquired  of  the  sexton  if  he 
knew  R«v.  Mr.  Finney,  from  America  *'  Oh  yes  I” 
was  the  reply.  “  Well  then,”  I  said,  “  I  vrish  you  to 
give  me  a  seat  on  his  account,  for  I  am  an  American, 
and  I  know  him  weU.”  Of  course,  ho  took  me  into  one 
of  the  high  places,  if,  indeed,  there  are  any  such  places 
there.  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell,  well  known  by  his  various 
pabUeations,  and  eopecially  by  his  Hymn  Book,  was 
unweU,  and  did  not  officiate.  He  was  present,  how- 
over,  and  took  his  seat  in  front  of  tha  pulpit,  in  the  seat 
ueually  occupied  by  the  Precentor.  A  young  man 
occupied  the  pulpit,  and  almost,  as  a  matter  of  courae, 
wo  had  a  doctrinal  aermon.  Dr.  CompbeU  added  a  few 
words  at  the  close.  The  singing  was  led  from  the  | 
gallery  back  of  tha  preacher,  by  a  Precentor,  who 
Boemed  to  have  around  him  a  few  men-singere  and 
women- singers  whom  ho  eoUed,  perhaps,  a  choir;  but 
there  was  no  choir-effect,  nor  was  the  congregational 
ringing  as  good  as  it  is  in  most  ehorriies.  The  lines  of 
the  Hymns  were  road  two  by  two,  previous  to  ringing, 
as  is  the  euatom  in  many  of  the  churches.  The  tunes 
wore  bad.

In  the  evening,  we  went  to  the  Wiekliffs  Chapel, 
Commercial  Road,  East,  Rev.  Andrew  Reed,  D.  D. 
pastor.  Dr.  Reed  was  in  America  several  years  since, 
in  company  urith  Mr.  Matheson,  now  no  more.  In  the 
singing  exercise  the -hymn  was  lined  out.  The  choir 


rule  restricts  the  church  in  one  respect  only; 
enjoining  that  each  Elder  shall'  be  a  communicant 
in  good  standing.  Under  it,  every  church  enjoys 
the  liberty  to  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to 
the  election  oY Elders,  including  everything  proper 
to  be  settled  as  to  the  time,  frequency,  and  manner 
of  the  election,  with  the  single  exception  that  male 
members,  in  good  standing  only,  are  eligible  to 
office.  Each  church,  in  aecordance  with  this 
rule,  may  elect  its  representatives  in  the  Elder¬ 
ship  in  conformity  with  its  own  usage,  a  usage 
existing  or  created  by  itself;  or  in  “  the  mode  most 
approved  and  in  use  in  that  congregation.” 
This  confers  ‘^on  every  congregation  full  authority 
to  fix  its  own  platform,  or  create  its  own  usage 
in  respect  to  the  whole  subject  of  elections  to  the 
Eldership,  excepting  so  far  as  they  are  restricted 
by  some  other  provision  of  the  Constitution. 

That  this  is  a  fair  exposition  of  this  constitu¬ 
tional  rule  cannot  well  be  questioned,  if  we  take 
into  consideration  the  historical  facts  which  show 
why  it  was  introduced  into  the  Articles  of  our 
Ecclesiastical  Confederation,  together  with  the 
Amendments  subsequently  made  to  these  Articles. 

When,  in  the  view  of  our  fathers,  it  became 
desirable  to  unite  the  several  churches  ef  the 
Presbyterian  order  under  a  Constitution,  it  was 
discovered  that  the  cburches  differeij  from  each 
other  in  their  shades  of  theological  opinion,  and 
in  their  ecclesiastical  usages.  They  found  it 
impracticable,  therefore,  to  constitute  aa  Ameri¬ 
can  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  exact  platform  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland.  And  to  provide  for  a 
union  in  one  church,  of  those  who,  though  they 
differed  in  the  shade  of  their  theological  opinions, 
held  essentially  the  great  and  fundamental  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  gospel,  they  discarded  the  formu¬ 
lary  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  adopted  one 
peculiarly  their  own,  which  is  as  follows :  “  Do 
you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the  Confession  of 
Faith  of  this  Church  as  containing  the  system  of

THB  BLDBRSHIP. 

ST  BBT.  HBHBT  A.  BOWLARD. 

May  a  congregation,  consistently  with  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  elect  elders 
to  serve  for  a  limited  term  ? 

There  is  no  difference  of  opinion  among  us  as 
to  the  fundamental  principles,  that  Christ  is  the 
lawgiver  of  his  people,  and  that  all  church  power 
is  administrative  only,  and  designed  to  carry  into 
effect  his  laws  for  the  great  ends  of  his  religion ; 
that  the  governmental  power  of  an  individual 
church  is  properly  administered  through  Ruling 
Elders ;  that  it  is  the  original  and  inherent  right 
of  every  congregation  of  believers  associated  as  a 
akureh,  to  rieet  tbeir  rideve  in  each  a  manner  aad 
for  such  a  term  of  service  as  they  shall  deem  pro¬ 
per  ;  and  that  the  question  of  such  a  church  being 
Presbyterian,  does  not  depend  on  the  mode  in 
which  elders  are  elected,  or  on  the  term  of  service 
assigned  them,  but  on  the  fact  that  the  government 
is  administered  through  their  instrumentality,  ap¬ 
peal  being  open  from  their  decisions  to  a  higher 
body,  composed  of  bishops  and  elders,  and  consti¬ 
tuting  a  Presbytery.  These  principles  are  funda¬ 
mental  to  all  Presbyterian  government. 

It  is  clear  and  incontrovertible  that  every  church 
has  entire  control  of  its  own  internal  arrangements, 
excepting  so  far  as  it  shall  have  parted  with  any 
right  for  the  adoption  of  a  common  rule  binding 
upon  the  several  churches  whieh  are  confederate 
under  a  constitution.  It  has  entire  control  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  shall  be  represented  in  govern¬ 
ment  by  ruling  elders,  how  they  shall  be  elected, 
and  what  shall  be  their  term  of  service,  whether 
for  life  or  otherwise,  unless  it  shall  have  parted 
with  this  control  in  the  manner  suggested.  The 
churches  confederate  under  our  Constitution,  now 
enjoy  all  the  liberties  they  ever  posicssed,  or  to 
which  they  are  naturally  entitled,  excepting  so  far 
as  they  are  bqpnd  by  that  instrument  whieh  they 
have  adopted  as  a  common  bond  of  union. 

This  is  a  principle  of  liberty  which  is  clearly 
recognized  both  in  our  ecclesiastical  and  civil  ju¬ 
risprudence,  nor  can  it  be  overthrown  without  in¬ 
volving  the  most  disastrous  consequences.  It 
would  be  a  strange  and  oppressive  doctrine  to 
maintain  that  our  churches,  confederate  on  certain 
principles  expressed  in  a  written  constitution,  have 
not  only  parted  with  certain  portions  of  their  rights 
therein  designated,  but  with  the  whole  estate  of 
their  liberties ;  and  that  because  thus  confederate 
in  certain  respects  and  for  certain  purposes,  they 
have  no  longer  any  control  over  their  own  internal 
arrangements,  excepting  such  as  shall  be  conceded 
to  them  by  their  superior  judicatories.  This  would 
in  effect  take  away  all  liberty  from  the  ehurcbes, 
and  enthrone  the  judicatory  as  their  lord  and  mas¬ 
ter.  The  highest  judicatory  of  the  Church  would 
thus  absorb  all  controlling  power,  and  the  churches 
be  reduced  to  a  state  of  vassalage  wholly  incon¬ 
sistent  with  liberty. 

This,  however  desirable  it  may  appear  to  some, 
is  not  American  Presbyterianism.  It  is  not  ac¬ 
cordant  with  the  spirit  of  our  Church.  It  is  not 
accordant  with  its  Constitution.  The  judicatories 
are  created  by  the  churches.  The  churches  are 
first,  and  the  judicatories  are  erected  by  them,  and 
clothed  with  power  to  perform  certain  acts  speci¬ 
fied  in  a  written  Constitution.  They  cannot  tran¬ 
scend  the  rule  whieh  the  churches  have  created  for 
their  guidance.  If  they  do,  they  assume  authority 
where  they  have  none.  All  power  whieh  the 
churches  have  not  ceded  in  the  Constitution,  they 
still  retain,  and  are  as  free  to  exercise,  on  points 
where  they  are  not  restricted  hy  the  Constitution, 
as  if  they  had  never  become  confederate. 

The  proper  question  for  os  to  consider  is.  Does 
the  Constitution  of  our  Church  take  fiom  the 
churches  the  right  to  control  their  own  represen¬ 
tative  Mveramente  ?  Does  it  authoritatively,  or 
by  implication,  teach  an  unlimited,  in  distinction 
from  a  restricted  term  of  service  in  the  eldership, 
as  the  rule  binding  on  the  churches  ?  Or  does  it 
not  rather,  by  enjoining  no  specific  rule,  leave  this 
whole  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  churches  ? 


perhaps  admire  the  preacher 
very  mueh,yand  the  more,  because  he  “lets  them 
alone.”  If  Peter  had  left  out  the  application,  in 
his  memorable  sermon  on  the  day  of  Pentecost, 
there  is  no  rdhson  to  think  that  such  multitudes 
would  have  been  pricked  in  the  heart  aad  eon  verted. 
So  it  was  with  the  personal  application  at  the  close 
.of  Stephen’s  speech,  that  so  enraged  his  hearers, 
that  they  could  no  longer  keep  their  hands  off  of 
him. 

In  every  revival  of  religion,  under  a  faithful 
ministry,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  “  application.” 
No  preacher  would  think  of  closing,  without  direct 
and  earnest  personal  appeals  to  his  audience.  I  do 
not  say, -that  it  is  his  duty  always  to  address  his 
people  exactly  in  the  same  pointed  style.  But  no 
sermon,  it  seems  to  me,  should  be  without  an  appli¬ 
cation,  in  direct  terms.  I  love  to  hear  the  personal 
pronoun  you,  from  the  speaker,  while  his  eye  ranges 
over  the  congregation.  It  gives  life  and  edge  to  his 
discourse. 

I  know  that  some  preachers  are  in  the  habit  of 
interweaving  their  appeals,  under  some  of  the  heads, 
in  the  body  of  Iheir  sermons,  and  this  is  often  done 
with  good  effect.  Perhaps  the  fathers  were  too

Mr.  Wright  was  a  native  of  Deerfield,  Mass., 
where  now  reside  an  aged  and  widowed  motksr, 
and  other  relatives.  He  commenced  his  prepara¬ 
tion  for  college  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  having  pta- 
vionsly  served  as  an  apprentice  at  the  arvil,  aad 
having  purchased  his  time.  And  although  hie  ago 
might  seem  a  discouraging  and  dirqualifying  elr- 
eumstance  in  the  view  of  many,  to  whom  even 
college  life  itself  should  have  passed  ere  that,  yet 
such  was  his  desire  for  an  education  and  to  eater 
the  ministry  of  Christ,  no  sooner  was  the  term 
of  his  apprenticeship  expired,  than  our  young  black¬ 
smith — a  hopeful  convert  of  Christ— betook  him* 
self  to  the  Academy.  Dr.  Hawes’  ”  Leetmree  to 
Young  Men**  had  a  great  influence  upon  him  ia 
deciding  the  question  of  duty.  In  ^1896,  he  entered 
Yale  College,  aad  graduated  in  the  class  of  IMO, 
studied  divinity  at  the  same  University,  aad  waa 
settled  in  the  ministry  ia  the  rural  parish  of  West 
Haven,  June  28, 1843,  as  nominal  eollsagae  pwlav 
with  the  venerable  Stephen  Stebbeju,  who  soon 
after  deceased. 

Mr.  Wright’s  ministry  has  been  a  suceessfal  and 
exemplary  one.  In  the  course  nine  yuan,  ho 
has  enjoyed  several  distinct  manifestations  of  tha 
presence  of  the  Spirit  among  his  people,  aad  haa 
acquired  the  name  in  all  the  neighboring  chnreha 
of  a  kind,  intelligent  and  faithful  servant  of  Christ. 
He  has,  by  great  perseverance  and  energy  ef  ^n- 
racter,  built  up  a  Female  Seminary  in  the  plaae, 
which  at  the  time  of  hia  decease,  was  enjoying  n 
high  reputation,  both  for  mental  and  moral  aal- 
ture,  (and  is  now  continued  under  the  care  of  llto. 
Wright  and  the  devoted  and  intelligent  lady  Prin¬ 
ce,  Miss  Plimpton,  the  associate  of  Mr.  aad  Mrs. 
Wright  in  the  school  for  several  years),  upon  whiah 
also,  at  the  time  of  his  illness,  the  influenees  of  tha

doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  T’  This 
was  a  new  formulary^  introduced  into  the  Arti¬ 
cles  of  our  Confederation,  in  accordance  with  the 
fact  above  stated. 

In  like  manner,  it  was  discovered*  that  the 
churches  differed  from  each  other  as  to  their 
ecclesiastical  usages.  Differences  existed  as  to 
the  mode  of  representation  in  the  Eldership  ;  and 
although  it  was  the  common  practice  for  churches 
to  elect  their  Elderg  without  restriction  as  to  the 
term  of  service,  yet  some  Presbyterian  churches 
elected  their  Elders  temporarily.  And  there  were 
many  other  discrepancies,  none  of  which  were 
deemed  inconsistent  with  the  Presbyterian  gov¬ 
ernment.  It  was  decided,  therefore,  not  to  disturb 
the  churches  on  these  unessential  points,  but,  as  in 
the  ease  of  doctrine,  so  in  that  of  eceleuastieal 
administration,  to  leave  the  churches  to  the 
enjoyment  of  their  own  usages.  Hence  the  rule 
was  adopted,  conceding  to  the  churches  the  right 
to  govern  themselves  according  to  their  own  usages 
in  the  election  of  Elders.  There  are  those  now 
included  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  great  Pres¬ 
byterian  families,  who,  for  a  century  or  more,  have 
continued  to  elect  their  Elders  annually,  and  have 
never  been  disturbed  in  the  enjoyment  of  this

enjoy  these  houses  of  worship  1  those  songs  of  praise  1 
these  rehearsals  by  whieh  we  may  be  prepared  for  the 
music  of  the  heavenly  choir  1”  He  alluded  in  this 
connection,  in  a  very  tender  end  appropriate  manner,  to 
his  own  preaching  among  his  people,  saying  that  he 
never  allowed  himeelf  tb'eome  into  the  pulpit,  without 
attompting  frithfeUy  and  affectionately  to  point  out  to 
his  hearers  the  way  of  salvotioB.  There  were  other 
heads  of  disesoree,  whieh  do  not  now  occur  to  ns.  He 
closed  with  a  moot  earnest  appeal  to  his  hearers  not  to 
attempt  to  cloak  their  sias,  but  to  forsake  them  at  once, 
and  find  deliveranoe  and  salvation. 

Dr.  Reed’s  manner  is  that  of  a  tender  parent;  it 
Contrasted  strongly  with  that  of  the  young  man  we 
heard  in  the  morning.  Me  woe  sometimes  extravagant 
in  his  laugnaxo,  end  his  manner  seemed  to  be  adapted 
rather  to  drive  than  to  invite,  encourage  and  lead  one 
along ;  there  woe  a  severity  about  it,  forbidding,  more 
opt  to  be  fooad  in  a  iroung  man  having  great  eonfi- 
donea  ia  whet  he  hoe  Uomed  ia  tiio  seminary,  than  in 
one  leemato  depend  leas  upon  the  kaorriadge  whieh 
be  oeqairad  at  school  than  upon  the  wisdom  whieh  he 
has  derived  firom  experience.  Dr.  Reed’s  manner  was 
'  all  tender,  gentle,  affectionate ;  the  spirit  he  seiimed  to  j 
manifest  was  that  of  love;  such  a  spirit,  who  can  rosiatl 
His  matner  of  speech  was  also  excellent;  his  voice  ia 
soft,  yet  every  word  was  so  dietinctly  uttered  that  it 
was  hoard  thraughout  the  house.  We  have  hoard  ser- 
mi —  that  would  be  sailed  greater  than  Dr.  Reed’s, 
eviaring,  perhaps,  dsoper  thought,  er  stronger  iatallset; 
tet  we  have  not  heard  a  finer  pulpit  exercise  than  on 
this  oecasion.  What  a  rjnnpathy  there  is  between  a 
foithfel  and  affectionate  monnqg  ia  the  preacher,  a 
^  preacher  throwing  out  hio.heart  and  entreating  his 
hearers  to  roeonciliation,  and  Zion’s  songs  1  When 


privilege. 

If  our  Constitution  had  never  been  amended, 
there  wonld  have  existed  no  ground  for  a  conflict 
of  opinion  on  this  subject.  For  thirty-two  years 
there  was  no  amendment  as  to  any  article  touch¬ 
ing  the  point  before  us.  The  principles  to  which

Constitution.  Consequently,  the  churches  en¬ 
joyed,  under  the  Constitution,  as  it  then  existed, 
all  the  liberties  of  free  and  independent  churches, 
in  respect  to  the  point  ia  question.

When  such  thoughts  as  these  are  suggested,, ex¬ 
claim  with  Him  whose  example  is  to  be  yonr 
guide,  “  Got  thee  behind  me  Satan,  for  it  is  writ¬ 
ten,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  Gk>d,  and  Him 
only  shalt  thoa  serve.”

No¬ 
thing  in  confirmation  of  these  rumors  is  known 
with  certainty,  beyond  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
number  of  arrests  of  civilians  have  been  lately 
made  at  Fontainebleau. 

The  Sunday  Timte  baa  rather  a  circumstantial 
account  of  the  discovery  of  a  military  eouspiracy 
against  the  President.  The  gist  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  Paris  police,  by  means  of  opening  letters, 
traced  eornmnnication  between  a  man  they  had 
arrested  in  Paris  and  aeveral  officers  of  the  garrison 
nt  Fontainebleau.  Twelve  commissioned  officers, 
eighteen  non-commissioned,  and  forty  privates  are 
placed  under  urrest. 

Twelve  political  prisoners  at  Cayenne  had  es¬ 
caped  by  patting  to  see  in  a  small  boat,  and  reach¬ 
ing  a  Dutch  port. 

Abd-el-Kader  had  an  interesting  interview  with 
Louis  Napoleon  on  the  dOth  nit.  on  which  occasion 
he  returned  in  person  his  thanks  for  the  kindness 
shown  him,  and  repeated,  with  mneh  form  and 
solemnity,  the  oath  of  friendship  be  had  pledged  at 
Ambroue.

Deerihef  Eton.  David  Etenehme. — Hon.  David  Han- 
shaw  died  at  hia  residence,  Leicester.  Ms.  last  week.  Mr. 
Henshaw  was  Collector  of  the  port  of  Boston  during  the 
Administration  of  General  Jackson,  and  Secretary  of  tha 
Navy  for  a  short  time  under  the  Administration  of  Mr. 
Tyler.  He  was  in  1839  elected  a  member  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  from  the  town  of  Leicester.  Mr.  Henshaw  was  grist¬ 
ly  inteMSted  in  railroad  improvements,  and  was,  until  his 
resignation  a  year  or  two  since,  a  Director  of  the  Boston 
and  Worcester  Railroad.  He  was  a  successful  merchant 
in  Boston  for  a  long  period,  having  been  largely  engaged 
in  the  drug  business ;  and  as  a  citizen,  endeared  himself 
to  a  large  circle  of  acquaintances,  by  his  kindness  and  ur¬ 
banity  of  manners.  He  had  an  active  and  cultivated  mind, 
and  was  a  powerful  and  effective  political  writer.

Died  in  a  JHt*— Mr,  Roswell  Clapp,  of  Wethers¬ 
field,  Conn,  wae  found  dead  in  the  garret  over  his  store 
in  that  town,  on  tho  Gth  inst.  It  is  believed  he  died  in  a 
fit.  He  woe  about  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

Female  Fhyeieieme* — There  are  now  in  the  Female 
Medical  College,  at  Philadelphia,  thirty  students,  and 
among  them  two  ladies  preparing  for  the  missionary 
work  among  the  heathen.  One  of  these  young  women 
is  a  Baptist,  the  other  a  Presbyterian  or  Congregation- 
alist,  sent  by  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  She  has  been  on 
missionary  duty  for  the  last  three  years,  and  is  now 
studying  medicine  to  prepare  for  greater  usefulness. 

Child  Burnt  to  Death*— A  child  of  Mr.  John  Wel- 
den,  of  Nantucket,  aged  about  4  months,  was  burnt  so 
badly  on  Saturday  before  last,  os  to  cause  its  death  on 
Sunday  morning.  The  child  woe  left  tied  into  a  chair, 
and  during  the  absence  of  the  family  from  the  room  its 
clothes  took  fire,  and  before  they  were  extinguished  it  was 
burnt  so  badly  as  to  cause  the  result  we  have  stated 
ebdva.

And  still  farther  beneath,  the  following  from  Webster’s 
enloginm  on  Jefferson  and  Adams,  in  silver  lettere,  on  a

TBB  POPE’B  PROTOTTPB. 

Nothing  is  more  sure,  than  that  Papal  Rome  has, 
in  many  respects,  conformed  itself  to  Rome  Pagan, 
and  iu  idolatrous  institutious.  In  nothing  does 
this  more  strikingly  h  dd  tban  in  matters  affecting 
property.  In  reality,  tbe  Romish  Pontiff  is  a  suc¬ 
cessor,  not  of  Peter  the  fisherman,  but  of  Augustus 
the  Emperor,  Augustus,  who  claimed  to  be  the 
Pontifex  Maximus,  and  who  manifested  much  the 
same  asersioa  to  the  heathen  Scriptures,  so  called, 
as  does  Pope  Pius  tbe  IXth  to  the  Jewish  and 
Christian.  Augustus  basing  robed  himself  in  the 
Imperial  purple,  lost  no  time  in  collecting  the  re¬ 
ligious  books,  both  Greek  and  Latin,  burning  up¬ 
wards  of  2,000  of  them,  which  were  considered  lo 
be  of  no  authority,  or  of  improper  authority  ;  that 
is,  authority  which  did  not  accord  with  bis  siews 
and  objects,  retaining  only  the  Sibylline  books. 
Such  IS  tbe  testimony  of  Suetonius  in  bis  life  of 
tho'Emperor.  He  further  made  a  law,  that  “any 
prophetic  book  should,  within  a  certain  number  of 
days,  be  brought  to  the  Pretor,  and  that  no  one 
should  have  such  in  private  possession,  because  that 
many  of  no  authenticity  were  published  under  a 
celebrated  name.”  Here,  then,  is  the  prototype  of 
the  Pope,  esen  found  in  the  Emperor.  But  the 
matter  does  not  rest  here.  Not  more  is  Pope  to 
Pope  than  Emperor  was  to  Emperor.  Tiberius 
went  further  than  Augustus.  He  would  not,  even 
in  a^season  of  public  calamity,  when  Asinius  Gal- 
lius  proposed  that  the  Sibylline  books  themselves 
should  be  consulted,  permit  it  to  be  done.  “  Thus,” 
according  to  Tacitus,  “  he  kept  all  things,  divine 
and  human,  in  obscurity.” — Britith  Banner.

It 
wns  exhilarating  indeed — yet  how  sweet  and  holy 
n  eal«  does  such  a  scene  inspire.  A  kind,  a  mer 
eiful  Father  smiles,  and  woos  and  wins  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  into  grateful  devotion.

Even  the  human  creations  in  sight  seem  no  ex¬ 
ceptions.  It  may  be  true  that 

“  God  made  the  country  and  man  mode  the  town,” 
yet  the  sudden  uprising  of  the  villages  and  towns 
of  the  Upper  Mississippi  seems  to  indicate  the  work¬ 
ing  of  a  mightier  Hand  than  that  of  mere  human¬ 
ity.  At  least  we  can  hardly  fail  to  see  a  MtND  and 
aPnaronn  in  these  spontaneous  upgrowths,  behind 
the  plana  of  the  speculators  who  projected  them. 
Here  is  a  theatre  fur  God  to  work  in.  I  passed  up 
this  river  in  1837,  and  was  told  to  look  at  Keokuk, 
but  only  saw  a  eabin  and  perhaps  another  edifice. 
Now  it  presents  the  aspect  of  a  busy,  active  town 
of  several  thonsand  inhabitants,  and  a  number  of 
bennuful  residences.  Of  churches,  the  Methodists, 
EpiseopaliaBs,  Baptists,  and  Old  School  Presby-  j 
terinns  have  each  a  neat  edifice,  while  the  New 
School  Presbyterians  and  Catholics  still  worship 
in  tbe  primitive  erections  of  earlier  days — an  an¬ 
tiquity  of  perhaps  two  lustres— of  course  they  are 
plain,  though  it  may  be  added  not  incommodious.
